ed program for expansion of the 
social security act. Its details have 
not been disclosed. 


The advisory council proposed 


last night that insurance coverage 
be extended by 1940 to about 8.600,- 
000 workers now excluded and la- 
ter to "the largest possible propor- 
tion 
of our gainfully 
employed 


population," including business and 
professional men, farmers 
and 


mechanics. 


Advocating the principle of pro- 


tection for "the family unit," it pro- 
posed benefits for the wives, wi- 
dows and children of insured work- 
ers and also creation of a disability 
insurance system to protect insured 
workers deprived of their earning 
power before retirement age. 


Third Major Proposal 


With these expansion 
proposals 


the council made a third major re- 
commendation — that present plans 
for a $47,000,000,000 old age reserve 
fund by 1980 be scrapped in favor 
of a contingency fund, set up as a 
trust and bolstered by federal sub- 
sidy. All revenue from social secur- 
ity taxes would-be earmarked for 
this fund. 


Under the plan the government 


would pay one-third of the cost of 
the old age insurance 
program; 


one-third would come from the pay 
roll tax on employes, and one-third 
from the pay roll tax on employ- 
ers. This tax, now 1 per cent each 
on 
employers and 
workers, is 


scheduled to go up to 1J per cent in 
1940.

is obviously a vital question. For 
the American republics are com- 
posed of immigrants and of the de- 
scendants of immigrants; if their 
citizens are to regard themselves as 
owing allegiance to the European 
communities f r o m 
which 
they 


came, there can be no truly inde- 
pendent nations in this hemisphere. 
The American states will be collec- 
tions of European colonies, divid- 
ed by their European loyalities, 
and their people will be Incapable, 
therefore, of becoming full citizens 
of the communities in which they 
live. 


The question has been raised by 


Brazil because in Brazil there are 
large colonies of German and Ital- 
ian settlers who are not quite cer- 
tain whether their allegiance is in 
fact to Brazil. The Nazi 
party 


claims the allegiance of Germans 
wherever they may live, and it is 
reported that Italy may follow suit 
and claim the allegiance of Ital- 
ians wherever they may live. If 
these claims are tolerated, the in- 
ternal unity of Brazil, and of many 
other American nations, will be

There is, of course, no dan- 
ger that France will be dissolved 
into Normans, Burgundians and 
what not, or Britain

Welsh, Saxons, Danes and what not, 
nor any serious danger that we 
shall disintegrate into our original 
components. But there is a danger 
of just that among the newer na- 
tions which are not yet thoroughly 
consolidated. 


And in every nation there is the 


danger, for example in France as 
respects Alsace, Savoy. Corsica, 
Tunis—in Brazil as respects certain 
of her provinces—that the principle

Party Loyalty

If any criticism can be visited 


on the two cabinet secretaries who 
are retiring, it is that they stayed 
too long. Their concepts of personal 
and party loyalty are traditional, 
but in that very fact lies 
the 


weakness of the American cabinet 
system. Again and again, 
Messrs. 


Cummings and Roper must have 
furnished advice to their chieftain 
•which he did not choose to accept. 
Their role became one of strict de- 
ference and obedience. If the presi- 
dent so willed it, they were merely 
to conform. That's the American 
rather than the British concept of 
, cabinet obligations. 


Abroad, within recent months, a 


' different kind of rule was 
con- 


spicuously applied. When Anthony 
Eden, though a close 
personal 


.friend of Prime Minister Chamber- 
lain, saw the foreign policy of Brit- 
ain drifting into dangerous waters 
he resigned and publicly 
made 


known his protest in 
forceful, 


though respectful, terms. Occasion- 
ally, this happens in the 
Unitec 


States, as, for instance, when Secre- 
tary of War Garrison, on the pre^ 
paredness issue, and Secretary o 
State William Jennings Bryan, on 
the peace issue, resigned from the 
cabinet of President Wilson. In tto 
last two decades, there have been 
no such incidents, so that it may 
accurately be said that these resig 
nations were the exceptions which 
proved the rule. 


Public's Interest

City to catch the plane. Mrs. Allen 
was just saying, "there isn't a cloud 
in the sky. you'll have a favorable 
takeoff." Just then the telephone 
rang and the airplane agent at 
Kansas City said, "a fog is predic- 
ted in the Missouri River Valley. 
Drive 
down here at once and 


catch the 9 o'clock plane out for 
Indianapolis in two hours. You'll 
have to hurry. We might not be 
able to fly in the morning." 


That started the rush.

thing went well. The automobile

friend 


landed me on the Kansas City 
lield m time; by midnight I was 
in Indianapolis. 


In the 
Indianapolis 
hotel 


dreamed of fog, but the sky was 
clear when I climbed into my seat 
at noon on Friday and buckled on 
my seat belt. I was due to reach 
Miami at 11 o'clock that 
night 


to fly for South America at 7:1J 
Saturday morning, which would 
land me in Lima at noon Monday, 
the fourth day from Kansas City 


Everything Bat Gas 


At Louisville and Atlanta I was 


on time; as we sailed out of Geor- 
gia and down to within 25 miles 
of Jacksonville, 
Florida, I was 


on time. Then came the announce- 
ment that a fog drifting in from 
the ocean would make it impossi- 
ble to land at Jacksonville. We 
hadn't enough gas to fly over 
Jacksonville and on to the nertt 
filling station south, but there was 
an emergency <ield back at Alma 
Georgia, a hundred miles. It woulc 
only delay us an hour and a half 
in our arrival at Miami, where we 
had a leeway of hours, so why 
worry! 


When we landed at the little 


emergency field at Alma we fount 
that they were equipped for prac- 
tically every emergency of the air 
traveler. They had cotton for. any 
aching ears, coco cola, 
chewing 


gum—eight different brands—mov- 
ing picture magazines and choco- 
late . bars. 
The only emergency 


for "which the 
field was no 


equipped was gasoline suitable for 
airplanes, which must have a spe 
cial octane content.

There were other

missed and the dozen of us lined up 
before the ticket agents and -railed.

ily avoidable. 


It was a revelation that the weak- 


est line in the airplane travel is the 
ground service. They have perfect- 
ed to a-fine degree the engineering 
problems, but the ground person- 
nel doesn't grade up to the techni- 
cal service. Nothing but the rankest 
incompetency was responsible for 
an emergency field 
unequipped 


with gasoline, which is the out- 
standing purpose of maintaining 
the field. 


We lifted from Miami with a fine 


feeling touching the competency of 
the powerful clipper ship of the 
Pan-American Airways. 


We left at 7:15 a. m. Tuesday, and 


in two hours we were landing in 
the harbor of Cienfuegos on the 
east coast of Cuba:.three hours lat- 
er we. were pointing out the rigid 


welUwptnau of the landing dock 
and buildings in British Kingston. 


The clipper ships shock a land- 


lubber-tome-as they land and-take 
off. When they go through the wa- 
ter at a high rate of speed, the 
ocean boils up until you seem to be 
riding in a submarine. 


At Canal Zone 


At Barranquilla by the entrance 


to the Canal Zone, we landed at 4:45 
in the evening, having crossed the 
Atlantic to Cuba, flown over the 
mainland of Cuba, and then the 
Caribbean Sea. to arrive at the point 
in South America where the United 
States has worked one of the great 
miracles on the American hemi- 
sphere. Barranquilla is prosperous 
with the crossroads of traffic of the 
West Indies, the Carribbean and the 
Panama canals, as these great high- 
ways of the ocean and the air pour 
their resources into South America. 


j A city of only 100,000 people, it sur- 
prised us with a great hotel, 
the 


Prada. builded 10 years ago to meet 
the growing travel. There is not as 
impressive a hotel in Lima. 


We. were up at 4:30 Wednesday 


morning, and two hours after our 
takeoff 
were landing in Colon 


where passengers were given an 
hour to rest up at the very modern 
Washington Hotel, which looks and 
smells distinctly North American. 
At noon we had crossed the Isth- 
mus, flying over the canal all the 
way across, 
and were 
headed 


down the Pacific coast. Our stop- 
ping place for the night was Guay- 
aquil. Then when we arose to go on 
our way rain had begun to fall and 
clouds were washing bleak Andes, 
which were across our pathway. 
We climbed to a height of 16.000 
feet, but the storm was getting 
heavier, so we came down and 
waited for two hours, tried it again, 
climbed so high we could see noth- 
ing but clouds beneath us; then 
we circled to the ocean coast look- 
ing for a way out, came back to the 
Cali, drove into the hotel and made 
the best of it. 


We were to be called at 3:30 a. 


m. When we got up it was still 
raining. About noon we arose and 
made another start, but came back 
down. At a later hour in the after- 
noon we finally got through, but no 
one complained about the lost day, 
and while we could no longer hope 
to get there before the ship ar- 
rived, we would arrive a few hours 
before the inaugural meeting of 
the congress.

A BULLET ENDS THE TALE 


No sooner had the Dark Curtain hidden 


the shambling figure of Gaston B. Means 
than another and more successful swind- 
ler moved swiftly into view and as swiftly 
obliterated himself forever. 


From Victor Hugo to 0. Henry, and 


Jean Valjean to Dr. Waugh-hoo hardly a 
more unbelievable or entrancing mystery 
could be revealed than the public's crash- 
ing introduction to the Musica family. 


Swindlers are no particular novelty. 


Master swindlers even 
are 
sufficiently 


common. 
There was Ivar Krueger, the 


Swedish match king, who defrauded sev- 
eral continents and then pressed the fatal 
trigger when the walls began to close 
in on him; and Serge 
Stavisky, 
who 


dragged the French government 
down 


into the dust as he, too, placed his fare- 
well kiss upon a gun. But a family of 
swindlers is a strange and therefore a much 
more dangerous thing from every angle. 
Blood is a pretty dependable cement. It 
keeps mouths closed tighter, cools envy, 
forgives blunders, and thus cheats the 
law of its natural gambling chances be- 
cause so many conspiracies are disrupted 
and exposed through the clashing be- 
wilderment of hate, jealousy and ambition 
among those involved. 


Alexander Dumas, pcrc and fils, liter- 


ally brushed the cobwebs out of aban- 
doned attics and scoured the alleys for 
droll and sinister bus of human jetsam 
and flotsam from which to construct some 
great mosaic of fiction, talcs to make hon- 
est housewncs shudder and double-bolt 
the door at night. Yet the best and most 
believable of fiction writers would have 
been happy beyond measure to have con- 
structed a plot whereby, like three gen- 
eration", a family of parents and daugh- 
ters and tons couid shed identities and 
become new personages, from birth cer- 
tificates up, and plunge on to higher 
realms of wellbemg and security right in 
the very communities from which they 
had been marched to prison by officers of 
the law. Only the trickling blood down 
the face of the head of the clan as he 
surrendered and confessed all with a bul- 
let through his brain showed there was 
to be no fourth generation. It wasn't that 
Philip Musica was really done in.

INCENTIVE TAXATION 


Senator Vandenberg's plan giving to 


those corporations that share profits with 
their workers taxation preference of some 
sort has received hard blows from more 
than one industrialist who has pointed out 
that any incentive taxation is a curse. 


For the Government to acquit any 


man of his fair share of the public burden 
of taxation, merely because he follows 
some business plan that may be good, 
kind, generous, or otherwise satisfactory 
to congress, will be found upon close an- 
alysis to be utterly unsupportable. 


Of course, today, in America we have 


all kinds of incentive taxation, and all 
kinds of penalty taxation. That is, if you 
do not run your business to please Con- 
gress it lashes you with the taxation whip, 
but if you conform to Congressional no- 
tions in certain respects, you are fed tax- 
ation lollypops instead. 


There isn't anything very new about 


the principle employed. It has been dis- 
cussed for over a hundred years in Amer- 
ica, but our fathers were altogether too 
hard-headed to permit it to get much of 
a toehold. 


The commonest example in the past 


was the offer by men who were about to 
construct an industry to go ahead if they 
were exempted or somehow favored on 
their taxation bill, working on the de- 
sires of people for local growth and ex- 
tension. Through this means some frauds 
of great size were perpetrated upon those 
of our fathers who were taken in by the 
argument. Certainly in a cool atmosphere 
of thought no one would fall very hard 
for that plan. But atmospheres of thought 
were not always cool. 


Every logical step repells the argu- 


ments advanced in these cases which may 
be 
described as limited, 
personal and 


selfish. 


If a new plant could not pay its taxes, 


it Certainly was not much of an ornament 
to a community. 
If it could pay them, 


why shouldn't it, like the rest of the peo- 
ple? The same government that was pro- 
tecting others was protecting it and mak- 
ing possible its venture at a profit. 


Even 
recent 
legislation 
exempting 


buildings, newly built, was a great mis- 
take. Probably it did not do any good 
in stimulating building and violated the 
sound rule of equality treatment by the 
government. 


Senator Vandenberg's inquiry into prof- 


it-sharing is a worthy adventure for the 
purpose of gathering information, but if 
used as the basis of another departure 
in our already confused taxation laws, it 
would become a misadventure, indeed.

UNSUNG HEROINES 


Boyd has sleep down to an art. Every noon 


he rides by cab from his offices on Varick 
Street to the restaurant which his company 
operates in Rockefeller Center. The moment 
he drops into his seat in the cab he falls asleep, 
awakening at his destination about 12 minutes 
later. The same procedure is followed on the 
return ride. At the end of the day, riding by 
cab from his office to his home, he picks up an- 
other five minutes' rest. 


"Sometimes, sitting at my desk, I close my 


eyes and relax completely," Boyd said. "To an 
observer it might appear that I am asleep. I am 
merely recharging my system with rest." 


This faculty of relaxing contributes to cool 


nerves and flawless temper. During the Crash 
days of 1929, Boyd, like so many others, saw 
his fortune tumble. The headlines were scream- 
ing of the Wall Street catastrophe, and one day ! acted against the league, and again 
Mrs. Boyd said to him: 
I 


"Isn't it awful the great losses that are being 


suffered? Did you lose anything?" He said he 
did. 


"But you told me nothing about it," she went 


on, in surprise. "Did you lose much?" Boyd 
told her the amount, which was a good chunk 
of their wealth. 


"I can't understand why you didn't tell me," 


his wife said. "Why, you never even looked 
worried, and never once mentioned it!" 


Boyd's answer was: "If a bottle of milk falls 


from the window ledge and smashes on the 
sidewalk below, is there any reason to talk 
about it? The milk is gone. The only thing to 
do is get another bottle." 


Boyd drew up the first lease ever written 


for Rockefeller Center. He is somewhat of a 
specialist in leases; but then, he is also a spe- 
cialist in a great many things such as oversee- 
ing the operating of 300 restaurants, supervising 
the sale and distribution of millions of copies 
of newspapers and magazines, directly the pur- 
chase of great quantities of food, liquor, books, 
candies, gums—in fact everything in which h£s 
company is interested. 


Barely fifty, he is one of the world's most en- 


thusiastic numismatologists. There are more 
than 250.000 pieces in his collection, not to men- 
tion 1200 volumes of numismatic lore on his 
library shelves. His collection of United States 
money is said to be the finest in the world. Re- 
cently he completed a collection of the money of 
the state of Georgia—the first complete collec- 
tion of it ever made. 


He has no idea what his collection of coins, 


tokens, paper monay and script is worth. He 
has never bothered to catalogue it. The job, he 
says, would require years. 


Every evening that he spends at home he 


puts in about three hours with his collection, 
studying and working over it. He retires at 11 
and arises at 5. spending two hours before 
breakfast in reading.

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Andrews Willing to Listen 
To Wage-Hour Law Complaints 


over 44 hours a week? These are 
questions that actually have come 
up.

Washington—The wage and hour administrator, Elmer Andrews, is 


something of a novelty in the administration. He is taking the initiative 
in considering possible revisions to get the bugs out of the wage-hour law. 


Ordinarily that isn't done here. The standard procedure is to stand pat, 


insist that the critics are wrong, and take a beating. Possibly something 


has been learned from the administration's unhappy 
experience with the Wagner National Labor Relations 
act. By a more open-minded attitude toward com- 
plaints, the administration could have saved itself 
much grief in connection with the Wagner act. The 
basic purpose of that act has been widely accepted 
and is gaining the acquiescence of even the most re- 
actionary employers. 


Yet. almost from the start, there has been wide- 


spread complaint about some of the details, com* 
plaints that have come not alone from employers but 
also from the American Federation of Labor. But the 
administration and Senator Wagner have stubbornly 
refused to consent to any revisions and all criticism 
has been brusquely ignored. Had the administration 
taken a more open-minded attitude, had it been will- 


Karmond Clapper ing to consider clarifying the act to permit employers 
as well as employees to make complaints, for instance, the measure would 
have been much more successful, and the rebuke at the polls last month 
would not have been so pointed. 


Administrator Andrews is proceeding to protect his wage and hour ad- 


ministration from such trouble. He is engaged in considering possible 
recommendations 
for 
revisions 


which will eliminate causes of ir- 
ritation not essential to the real 
purposes of this legislation. 
Little Criticism Of 
Acts Basic Purposes 


Andrews has just returned from a 


trip across the country which he 
made primarily to find out in which 
respects the act was not working as 
well as might be. In each city he 
met with employers and employees 
jointly—A. F. of L. and CI.O. sit- 
ting down together with employers. 


Little criticism of the basic pur- 


poses of the act seems to have been 
encountered. There is general ac- 
ceptance now of the principle that 
the government should protect bot- 
tom-bracket employees by fixing a 
minimum wage and a 
maximum 


hour. In fact many states are pre- 
paring to enact similar legislation 
lor their own intrastate 
industry. 


Employers seemed to have no ob- 
jection to standards of this 
kind 


provided they are enforced upon all 
alike so that no employer is left at 
the mercy of sweatshop competi- 
tion.

Cool-making Plants 


People often call one period in 
he earth's history "the Coal Age," 
iut that is not in every way a good 
name. At that time there wasn't 
any coal anywhere! 


The 
reason 
for 
the name is 


imply this: the earth's soil was 
hen largely covered with plants 
which died and later turned into 
coal. 
As 
we 
study the earth's 


rocks, we find certain layers which 
contain vast amounts of coal. 
In 


some cases these layers are more 
ban a mile deep. 


In what we may call "the Age 


of Coal-making Plants." there was 


more plentiful growth of plants 


han in any time before or since. 
Millions and millions of ferns and 
fern-like trees might have been 
found in an area of a few square 
miles. Tree ferns grew to heights 
of more than 60 feet. 


There also were "club mosses" 


of a gigantic kind, in fact, we 
might 
call 
them 
"moss trees." 


They had trunks as much as five 
feet thick, and grew to heights 
of from 75 to 100 feet. 
Hardly 


less strange to us are certain rush- 
es of that time, with stems a foot 
thick and with heights of from 50 
to 90 feet. 


In the midst of this vast mass of 


plant life, insects hummed or buz- 
zed about. There were 
crickets. 


cockroaches, locusts, scorpions and 
land-snails. There also were fish- 
like reptiles which spent their time 
partly on land, partly in the water. 
They were four or five feet long, 
and have been given a name mean- 
ing "starting lizard." 


Much of the plant life grew in 


water, and that fact helps ex- 
plain why the plants later turned 
into coal. Ferns, moss and woody 
parts of tree trunks kept sinking 
into the mire, and layers of dead 
plant matter were formed in that 
way. 


Study of the coal has 
proved 


that the dead plants were attacked 
by microbes, and this seems to 


ave done something to turn it 
nto material which would burn 
'ell. 
The land rose and fell, some- 
,mes being under water, some- 
imes high above water. Volcanoes

forth and 
covered

round with lava which hardened 
nto stone. Layers of mud formed 
hale rock as the ages passed. 
Scientists tell us that millions 
f years have gone by since the 
eds or plant matter were laid 
own.
